of President Garfield of Williams college, "the national fuel ad- 
ministrator.

United States he informs the people that the regulation of the 
coal silualion is largely up to them-, and that about all there is 
to'it is for everybody to scrimp to the limit in the use of coal. 
He tells them*it would be better for their health as well as for 
their pocketbooks if they would reduce the temperature ir 
their houses five degree's, watch the furnaces carefully and sifi 
"heir ashes so lhat it will be impossible for poor children to 
find any cinders on the dump's worth picking up; that if house- 
holders will save one Ion in twelve the aggregate saving wil 
amount lo "ten million tons a year!" . 


Without doubt there is much truth in (his, but this is nol the 


program lift country has been considering for the. last.few 
months. 
The people were assured that the intervention of 


the government would meairplenly.of coal for all at reasona- 
ble prices and that there would be no need of scrimping except 
on the part of those who find it necessary to practice the most 
rigid economy "in all ihings. ,jt is doublless true that.there are 
many homes in which ihwould be advisable to reduce the.tem- 
perature five degrees or more, but there is no reason to believe 
that this is true of the majority of homes. 
There are thous- 


.ands of homes in which a raise'of five degrees would be mighty 
acceptable, and in which such a change would be beneficial to 
the health of the inmates. 


We are informed that there is "plenty of coal in the ground," 


but that there is a shortage of labor at the mines and of cars 
for transportation, and .are admonished that we "must not rely 
wholly upon price fixing, nor upon the already overtaxed 
transportation system of the country, nor upon the eiTorl lo 
increase production, nor upon the apportionment of coal, nor 
upon the enforcement of the law. All niiisl co-operate," we 
are told.

In the'ineantime what becomes of the promises of abundan 


coal at reasonable prices which (he government so freely made 
to the people? To raise expectations as has been done anc 
then tell the people the solution of the fuel qustion is their owr. 
problem produces a situation lhat is anything but satisfactory. 
If thi^:is the'best the government can.do in regulating the coal 
business faith, in government regulation will wane rapidly. 
The p'eopje are still waiitng for relief along several lines, and if 
this is'not soon forthcoming they can not be blamed if they 
lose faith in all promises of relief.
